TIE JOURNAL—MR. FRENCH—THE IN-

The Journal of last week devotes a portion of 
its columns to raking up the ashes of the Internal 
Improvement system for the purpose of inflicting 
censure upon Mr, Frenci, forhis course upon the 
adoption of that measure.

He says Mr. F. voted against an amendment 
offered by Mr. Wheeler, on the 234 Jan. 1837, 
the object of which was to defeat the measure.

Why didnot the Journal marshal the names of 
‘Mr. Lincorn (togetber with the rest of the whigs 
wwho so voted,) to show why that gentleman should 
not be elected to Congress.

a wise spirit of compromize, designed to reconcile 
he differences of opinion which had grown out of 
‘sectional influences. We have no doubt but that 
it will meet the approval of the entire west, and, 
if adopted, will obviate all those complaints which 
the present system is obnoxious to. The agita- 
tion of subjects connected with the public Jands 
has been the oceasion of great expense and much 
asperity of feeling and discussion iu Congress, 
which we hope will now receive by the adoption 
of this measure a permanent quielus. 

While the wants of the West will be answered 
by this measure, the interests of the couutry at 
Jarge will be sustained in the increase of revenue, 
whieh cannot fail to be productive of, good results 
by rendering saleable stich lands os bave for years 
been refused at the winimum price, The policy 
of fixing upon every quality of land, good, bad 
and indifferent, the same price, cannot but strike 
every individual as unwise and impolitic. The 
good, alone,under such a policy is selected, while 
the inferior remains unsold, and the interest of the 
money, which might nnder the proposed system, 
be realized, is lost tothe Government. Those who 
have opposed graduation, would not be governed 
by such a policy inthe administration of their in- 
dividual affairs, and is there not an analogy, in this 
respect, between the domain of the Government 
‘and that of an individual? If there is any dis- 
tinction it must militate sgainst the present uni- 
form price policy in proportion as the public do- 
main is more extensive,and embraces agreater Va~ 
riety of qualities, than that of the inost extensive 
individual Jand-holder. 

By reference to the bil, it will be seen thatafter 
the Iands shall have been in market ten years, the 
minimum price is to be reduced to one dollar per 
acres at the end of each period of five years there- 
after, they are to undergo a further reduction of 
twenty-fiveeents, until at the expiration of thirty 
years, if they shall not have been sold, they are 
{o vest absolutely in the State. Lands so reduced 
in price will be subject only to the purchase of 
‘such individuals as make oath that they enter (bem 
for their own use und actual settlement, and other 
purchasers will be required to pay the present min- 
imum price—$1 25 peracre. This provision will 
exclude speculators and non-residents from parti- 
cipation inits benefits, thus preventing vast accu- 
mulations of lands in afew hands, which has been 
the subject of ro much complaint, and providing 
for their distribution among such enterprising and 
handy tillers of the soil as are able and disposed 
to reclaim the wilderness, and add lo the general 
wealth and resources of the nation, 

‘The Senate is engaged upon a similar bill, 
introduced by Judge Breese, and which is re- 
ceiving his most energetic support. One or the 
btber must succeed,

‘These 
measures have been fully discussed, and the delay 
of Congress, of which there has been so much 
complaint, has, at least, resulted in producing 
calm and profound deliberation, the fruit of which 
will bo perfect and salutary measures, which can- 
not fail to abide the test of time, and defy the at- 
tacks of all assailants.

DUTY ON SALT, 

By the new tariff bill which passed the House, 
the duty on salt is reduced from 100—150 per cent. 
to 20 per cent. upon its value. It has long been a 
favorite measure of the Democracy of the West 
that salt should be admitted duty free, in opposi- 
tion to the whigs, who, by the tariff of “42 taxed 
cach bushel of imported salt Scents. For ibe pur- 
pose of saving the bill, in spirit of compromise, 
many Democratic members, who were otherwise 
in favor of the adinission of salt duty free, were 
compelled to vote for its being classed among the 
20 por cent. ad valorem articles; among the rest 
vere our delegation, ‘The variety of interests af- 
fectea by this question necessarily required a spitit 
of compromise and concession, to procure its pas 
sage, It was obvious after the vote was taken, ad- 
tilting salt free, that the bill would be lost unless 
some tax should be placed upon that article, hence 
the course of our members, together with many 
others similarly situated. So tho vote wasre- 
considered and salt placed among the list of artl- 
cles upon which 20 per cent, ad calorem is levied. 
‘The whigs,in a body, voted for its admission, 
free; they knew that it would kill the bill, and, 
therefore, recorded their votes in favor of a propo~ 
sition which they bad always opposed. As we 
remarked above, the bill would have been more 
acceptable to the West, had the duty on salt been 
stricken out. Yet there was but one alternative— 
the reduced duty on salt or the defeat of the mea 
sure. Had the Western democrats presisted in 
raking salt free, the bill would bave been lost, 
‘and the duty on salt, under the black tariff, would 
have remained at from 100 to 150 per cent.; 
whereas, under the compromise, it bas been re~ 
duced 70 or 80 per cent.
